5 dead, 200 
held in Irish 
‘rioting 


BELFAST. --α Rock-throwing rioters 
battled British troops in Londonderry 
last night after week-end violence, 
spearheaded by the-Zrish Republican 
Army (TRA), had left at least five 
dead and nearly 200 arrested in 
Northern Ireland’s two major cities. 

The fierce renewal of the pro- 
vince's long-standing political and 
reHgious feuds brought more 
British troops speeding to take up 
riot-control duties. ΠῚ 

Fifty youths, mostly under 15 
years. old, “stoned soldiers patrolling 
near the border of the Diamond, a 
stronghold of Londonderry’s Protes- 
tants, and the Bogside, the Roman 
Catholic district. : 

Police and military reinforce- 
ments, including an armoured car, 
rushed to the scene and the rioters 
_Tetired behind two. hastily. built. 
street barricades. 

Barlier, a spokesman for. the IRA

Casualties in the latest outbreak 
included ἃ 14-year-old boy who 
blew off his hand when he at- 
tempted to hurl a jeliied explosive 
bomb at the troops.

Swiss women gain vote 


BERNE, (Reuter). — Swiss men 
yesterday decided to give women 
the vote in national elections for 
the first time In the countrys 


According to official results of a 
referendum announced ‘here, a total 
of 621,303 men supported the vote 
for women and 323,596 were against 
it. . 

The voting was almost a complete 
Teversal of a previous referendum 
neid in 1959 when the answer was 
overwhelmingly against women’s 
suffrage by 654,924 vofes to 323,306. 

In yesterday voting 15% of 
Switzerland's- cantons were in fa- 
vaur and 645 opposed it in a poll 
of 57 per cent of the nation’s male 
voters. All 
houses of Parliament snd many 
social organisations as well ag 
newspapers, business houses . 
church leaders came out in favour 
of the women's vote, 

Even the German-speaking canton 
of Zug, considered a key test for 
the proposal, voted for women’s say: 
in. national affairs by 17,046 
votes to 18,464. The more conser-

were considered bastions of male 
prerogative where women’s role is 
tradition ally linked to - “Kinder, 
Kirche updt Kueche” (children, 
church and kitchen).

Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
More details recelved from Wash- 
ington over the week-end have not 
completely allayed suspicions in Je- 
rusalem that the American offer 
to start immediate four-power dis- 
cussions on Mid-east peace guaran- 
tees spelled a potentially dangerous 
shift In U.S. diplomatic tactics. 
Views expressed in Jerusalem last 
Friday that the American move 
was part of a secret “deal” with 
Egypt appear to have been dispel- 
led: Washington insists, and Jeru- 
salem now accepts, thet the move 
was finally decided upon only last 
Wednesday, and thus did not form 
part of the Rogers-Riad exchange. 


Political civcles in the Capita? 
also tend to accept American as- 
surances that the basic U.S. posi- 
tions — in favour of a freely 
negotiated Arab-Israel peace agree- 
ment and against big-power Inter- 
vention in the negotiations under 
Dr. Jarring — has remained un- 
changed. The sincerity of the Amer- 
ican avowal that four-power guaran- 
tees can only supplement but never 
replace a peace accord, is not 
questioned. 


TIMING QUESTIONED 


What is being strongly question- 
ed, however, is the advisability -of 
raising thls supposedly auxiliary 
issue at the present early stage in 
the Jarring talks, in a forum whose 
overwhelming thrust has been to- 
wards 8. big power dictate. Jeru- 
salem tends to view the American 
move not so much as a minor 
and unimportant concession to the 


Egyptians, which might assure ad- 
herence to the talks and continued 
withholding of fire, but as another 
futile effort to appease Calro. 


It is also pointed out that Pres- 
Ident Sadat has in fact already 
rejected two of the conditions set 
by the State Department for pur- 
suit of the subject of guarantees 
by the Big Four: he set a deadline 
for the present cease-fire, and he 
threatened to resume the war un- 
less ‘his demands were satisfied in 
the meantime. 


U.S. RECIPEOCATION 


«Some observers in Jerusalem pre- 
dicted early last week that an 
Egyptian approval of another period 
of quiet on the Suez Canal would 
be repaid by the U.S. with an 
speeding up of the four-power 
talks on 8 higher level than before. 


The speculation was that the 
Americans would agree to resume 
meetings of the deputies of the 
Big Four's U.N. Ambassadors, sus- 
pended last October in protest over 
Egyptian and Soviet violations of 
the cease-fire. 


This has not in fact been sug- 
gested by U.S. Ambassador Charles 
Yost at the last Big Four session 
in New York on Thursday. Ob- 
servers point out, however, thst 
should serious discussions on peace 
guarantees get under way, the 
deputies who had been doing all 
the serious work since the start 
of the four-power talks, would 
have to be brought back into the 
game. 


Cairo says bid caught U.S. by surprise 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt said yes- 
terday that its Suez Canal “peace 
initiative” came as “a complete sur- 
prise to the American Government” 
and Israel's comments on it a- 
mounted to a rejection. 


The semi-offcial newspaper “al 
Ahram,” in a despatch from its 
correspondent in Washington, said 
the U.S. Government fears that 
such a proposal might push west 
European nations to take an inde- 
pendent attitude toward American 
policy. 

It might also deepen the differ- 
ences between Washington and 
European capitels about how to 
deal with the situation in the Mid- 
die East, the newspaper said. 

“Al Ahram” said the initiative 
faced Washington with two alter- 
natives, either to reject it and 
anger West European capitals who 
stood to profit from it, or pressure 


Quake destroys historic 
Italian town; 17 dead 


TUSCANIA, Italy (AP). — The historic centre of Tuscania, one of 
the jewels among central Italy’s tourist-attracting hill towns, lay in 
ruins yesterday.in the wake of an earthquake that killed a reported 
17 persons, injurt¢ 120 others and damaged art treasures. . 


Four’ thousdmd homeless searched 
for shelter and food after spending 
the night outside in bitter cold fol- 
lowing Saturday "s tremors. 
Soldiers recovered bodies from the 
rubble and rescued'‘five persons 
trapped virtually unhurt in the 
wreckage’ of their 
‘hours. of 

The work went of‘cautiously as 


. Officials feared possible new quakes 


that might knock down tottering 
stone walls and ceftiigs in the de- 
solated medieval neighbourhood. 


Medicine, food, ‘blood plasma, 
blankets and one tlidusand soldiers 
and policemen flowed to the strick- 
en town of 22,000 after the killer 
quake hit Saturday night. Less se- 
were tremors jolted.the area more 
than three hours later. 

Officials installed portable seismo- 
graphs ground the city yesterday to 
record any hint of follow-up tre- 
mors. Rescue squads hauled down 
perilously shaky walls in the hope 
of avoiding more casuaities. 

The préfect of Biterbo, the pro- 
vincial capital, sald 13 identified 
bodies had been recovered- as of 
yesterday afternoon, with the death 
toll believed to be 17. The injured 
were in hospitals all over the 
northern part of the Lazid region. 

The picturesque hilltop medieval 
quarter, with its 20-foot-high stone 
walls, romanesque ‘churches and 
tufa towers, was 2 shambles. Lazio's 
public works director estimated 
‘that 500 buildings had been damag- 
ed in the historic centre, with one 
hundred of those destroyed. “In 
my opinion there are not more 
than 80 habitable buildings left," 
he sald He estimated damage to 
private and public buildings at 
$4m., not counting damage to art. 
Renaissance palaces were irrepar- 
ably di . 

The local Bishop. Luigi Boccadoro, 
said every church in the city was 
damaged to the point of helng 
unusable at the present time.

-Mrs. Meir made it plain yerterday 
that she had not rejected President 
Sadat's idea for an Israel withdraw- 
al from the Canal and its subsequent 
re-opening, In an N.B.C. television 
interview. Ministers who took part 
in a Cabinet discussion which fol- 
lowed Foreign Minister Abba Eban’'s 
review of political developments 
Said that an impression had been 
gained that Mrs. Meir shrugged off 
President Sadat’s {deaas not worthy 
of serious consideration. 

Big Four discussions of guaran- 
tees for 8 Middle East settlement, 
and Egyptian President Sedat's pro- 
Dosal for @ Israelt withdrawal from 
the Suez Canal, were the two is- 
sues occupying the Cabinet at its 
weekly session yesterday. 

Tt was announced that Prime 
Minister Golda Meir will make ἃ 
Government statement covering 
both issues in the Knesset tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Eban centred his survey on 
an analysis of the Sadat statement 
of February 4. 

There was a strong feeling among 
some Ministers that the best way to 
regain the political initiative was 
not to dismias the idea of reopening 
the Canal as such, but to probe it 
further, if possible through the me- 
dium of the United States. Some 
Ministers suggested that an expres- 
sion of non-committal interest on 
Israel's part, coupled with a desire 
for more information, woukl put 
the onus on Sadat to provide fur- 
ther details. 

Tt was pointed out that while the 
Big Four guarantees had emerged 
as an issue in the wake of the 
increasing: links between the U.S. 
and Egypt, the question of the 
Suez Canal withdrawal had come 
up, it seemed, as a surprise Soviet 
suggestion to Egypt. It was prob- 
ably designed to drive a wedge be- 
tween the U.S. and European and 
African countries, and may em- 
barrass Washington. 

The Prime Minister's statement 
in the Knesset Tuesday, In reply 
to Sadat’s proposal, is expected to 
be generally in. Une with the ob- 
servations she made on the 
N.B.C. television interview last 
Friday. Mrs. Meir may, however, 
suggest that the issue of the re- 
opening of the Suez Canal be 
taken up at the Jarring talks in 
New York. 

At the same time, she will reite- 
rate Israel’s position that any with- 
drawal of Israel troops must be 
part of an overall peace settlement. 
If there is to be a’ disengagement 
of military forces jn the meantime, 
the Prime Minister will probably 
tell Sadat, it must be strictly 
mutual and reciprocal, ᾿ 

Clarifications of ‘Sadat's state- 
ment are now aetively being 
sought In Washington and a num- 
ber of European capitals.

Two Australians 
drown as 
police watch 


SYDNEY (Reuter). — A young 
farmer and his wife, clinging to a 
submerged tree trunk, were swept 
‘to their deaths as a police rescue 
party watched helplessly yesterday. 

The police were unable to get to 
the young couple across a raging 
stream near Bega, about 430 kms. 
South of here and a naval helicopter 
was prevented by torrential rain 
from making a rescue bid. 

The deaths of the couple, whose 
mames have not been released, and 
@ third person yesterday brought 
the tol to 24 in 11 days of flood- 
ing along Australia’s eastern sea- 
board. Millions of acres of land are 
under water and dozens of towns 
are isolated in. New South Wales 
and Victorie. Thousands of acres 
ἀπ Queensland are also flooded. 

Police in Bega said the couple 
was trapped on a tractor in the 
middle of the flood-swollen torrent.

Government. 

Recent events have added fuel to 
the flames of this State-Church 
clash. One was the WCC’s decision 
to aid guerrilla movements, thus 
initiating a sharp debate among 
South African churchmen over the 
rule of violence in the South Af- 
rican. situation. | 

Another event was the visit to 
South frica towards the end of 
last year of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Dr. Michael Ramsey, who 
extorted the churches here to break 
down rachal barriers wherever this 


- was legally within their powers. 


But it is not only a question of 
conflict between State and Church: 
there is conflict too, within the 
churches themselves over the part 
they should be playing In the strug- 
gle against apartheid. 

To a large extent, the churches in 
South Africa, and even sometimes 
their hierarchies, reflect the opin- 
ions and‘attitudes of ordinary white 
South Africans who support the co- 
lour bar in one form: or another. 
‘All ‘the major churches practise dis- 
crimination in one way or another. 


Archbishop’s visit - 

‘This fact was brought home for- 
cibly to the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury during his South African visit, 
but he tended to avoid publicly con- 
demning it, noting rather that the 
churches faced a difficult situation. 
Some other clergymen in South Af- 
rica today are- increasingly inclined 
to take a less tolerant view of the 
Church's shortcomings. 

A further example of conflict 
within the Church is the accusation 
of “inaction” which has been le- 
vélled at the Bishop of Johannes- 
burg in connection with the deten- 


.tion of bis Dean by the security 


police, Bishop issued 8. 
statement saying he had been “as- 
sured" by the security police that 
the Dean’s detention was in con- 
nection with his “private life,” and 
had nothing to do with his church 
duties or political opinions. 

The Bishop also pointed out in 
newspaper interviews that unlike 
other clergymen on whom restric- 
tion orders had been served dy ad- 
ministrative action, the Dean was 
being brought to court on formal 
ebarges. The Bishop refused, there~ 
fore, to associate himself with pub- 
lic protests against the Dean's de- 
tention. : 

Sharp criticiam bas been voiced 
of the Bishop's behaviour. He has 
been asked how he could accept the 
security police’s definition of where 
church duties ended and a senior 
clergyman’s private life began. It 
bas also Deen pointed out that he 
condoned the use of the Terrorism 
Act to detain the Dean, provided it 


was for an offence committed in his’ 
‘“private life." 


Two visitors 


The Terrorism Act empowers the 
police to hold suspects indefinitely 
and incommunicado until 'they ans- 
wer all questions “satisfactorily.” In 
the Dean's case, the police allowed 
him only two visits from a British 
consuler official and none from his 
Jawyer or anyone else.” 

The Dean was eventually charged 
under the Suppression of Commun- 
ism Act with receiving and distri- 
buting Communist Party or African 
ational Congress pamphlets. 

The Church in South Africa 
Seems to have entered some kind 
of crisis period. And it js strug- 
gling not only for the “souls of 
the oppressed,” but also for its own 
soul. .

AS Chamberlain was declaring 
war on Germany in September, 
i938, the last refugee ship from 
Europe sailed into the safety of an 
English ‘port. Among the refugees 
was a family which had been im- 
prisoned in Buchenwald — Arthur 
Hubert, his wife, and his son Wal- 
ter. ᾿ . 
Arthur Hubert’s family had been 
in the metal business for over 100 
years In the town of Schluchtern, 
near Frankfurt. But he arrived in 
England penniless. He went to live 
in the Lancashire town of Blackburz 
and found work as a night-watch- 
_man and storeroom assistant. Later 
he was able to re-enter the metal 
business as a buyer for a London 
scrap-metal firm. From then his suc- 
cess was rapid. In 1948 he founded 
Tom Martin and Co. (Blackburn) 
Ltd. which. has now grown into a 
muJti-million pound public company 
with Arthur Hubert ita chairman 
and his son, Walter, its managing- 
director. Tom Martin won the co- 
veted “Queen's Award to iIn- 
dustry” in 1969. : 

The Hubert family is a major 
supporter of Jewish religious insti- 
tutions in Britain —. and now in 
Isreel, too. It all began six years 
ago, says Arthur, when he was 
holidaying at a British resort and 
met a landsmann from Frankfurt, 
-Pritz Nussbaum, President of the 
Gateshead Jewish community. Mr. 
Wussbaum was always on’ the look- 
out for likely contributors to the 
Gateshead yeshiva (thelargest in Eu- 
rope), the Gateshead rabbinical re- 
search school, the teachers’ semi- 
nary. and the other Institutions in 
the north-of-England town which 
had become a veritable Oxford of 
Jewish learning.

Collectors prize what is clatmed 
to be the smallest complete Bible 
in the world. This product of a 
former firm of Glasgow publishers 
in association with the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press was published in 1895. 
It measures only 1% by 1% inches 
for all Its 876 pages; again there 
is ἃ magnifying lens enclosed in 
the cover, 


“MINIEST BOOK 


However, the world's tinlest book 
is believed to be an English trans- 
lation of the Persian Rubalyat of 
Omar Khayyam, given: to Oxford's 
Bodleain Library .by. Henry .Cham- 
berlth,’ the ‘Américan poet, in 1934. 
The work is barely one quarter of 
an inch square. 

How they do it. 

How do some-of the mini-workers 
set about their tasks? Hans Joa- 
chim Babrikovskl, a West German 
goldsmith, could work only for 
three to four minutes a day 
such was the concentration needed 
— for about six months to com- 
plete in 1966 what was claimed to 
be the smallest ol] painting in the 
world. This sqiare millimetre por- 
trait of the Italian poet Dante is 
four times smaller than a match- 
head and can be seen only under 
a@ microscope. 

Hans used a powerful magnifying 
glass and a brush consisting of a 


single synthetic hair which broke 
after oné stroke. 


In California an engineer has made 
an electric motor which, though 
much smaller than a pinhead and 
weighing only one quarter of a 
gramme, has 13 parts, The motor 
cap be fitted into a cube measur- 
ing 1/64 of an inch — and it is 
rated at one-millionth of one horse- 
power. To make it the engineer 
used a watchmaker's lathe, .a 
microscope and a sharp toothpick. 

Albert Stannard, a London bus 
driver who began his hobby of 
tonstructing models of ships in 
bottles during 19 years in the Brit- 
Ish Navy, claims to ἃ the 
world’s tiniest ships in bottles — 
or electric light or torch bulbs. 
One sailing ship of his is 1/16 of an 
inch long, inside a tiny computer 
bulb. His smallest ship is one 


quarter that size, housed in half a 
tiny bubble of glass and fixed on a 
base: it needs a magnifying glass 
to see the details. He uses cigarette 
paper for safls, finely split cane 
for masts and yards of human hair 
for rigging.

One of the’ girls was still-born, 
and for a while it was doubtful the 
others would survive. Marla Elena, 
Maria De La Luz, Maria de Jesus 
and Maria Candelaria were rushed 
to the social security hospital in 
Zacatepec where they remained and 
were cared for during the next 
two years. 


The children’s father was @ com- 
munal farmer at the time and earn- 
ed 50 cents (IL1.75) a day. Im- 
mediate fame and attention centre- 
ed on this little crossroad com- 
munity and the humble family. 


CONTINUED HELP 


Morelos State Government pre- 
sented the family with a small 
three-room cement block house and 
8. small piece of land, Former Pre- 
Sident Gustavo Diaz Ordaz sent the 
girls bassinets and when the four 
Marias returned to live with their 
parents, the hospital continued to 
send food weekly to the family. 


Life for the Ortiz family, - how- 
ever, didn’t change much. Their 
home is quite removed from any 
large community and neither elec- 
tricity nor fresh water are avail- 
able.

The leaders said, “We are seck- 
ing the integration of the Druse 
in Israel on a basis of strict equa- 
lity and we want to see an end 
to various forms of unfair treat- 
ment...Wwe represent moderate opi-~ 
nion and want our grievances 
remedied so that we can counter 
Communist propaganda among the 
Druse. If they are not remedied, 
the entire fabric of Jewish-Drus¢ 
relations is threatened.”

— During a wild duck hunt 
near Atlit the Curator and taxi- 
dermist of the city’s Biological Mu- 
seum, Mr. Yohanan Schermer, tame 
aeross a dead wagtail (in Latin, 
motocilia alba alba. in Hebrew, 
Nahiveli) with a ring on its left 
foot reading Stavanger 8.106589. 

He could not determine the cause 
of the bird’s death, μὲ said on Thurs- 
day, but he took it to the museum 
for conservation. The ring he sent 
to the Stavanger Institute in Nor- 
way which had put it on the bird 
to trace the study of the migratory 
instincts of birds, and also informed 
the Nature, Protection Soclety in Tel 
Aviv. ᾿ 

“Once I found ἃ starling with a 
ring from Moscow,” Mr. Schermer 
said. “I sent it back, but never got 
so much as an acknowledgement of 
receipt for it. A ring from a seagull 
I sent back to Germany was ack- 
nowledged at once.

His 
report followed a week-end warn- 
ing by ‘Dr. Coliete Tsuriya over 
Tsrael TV that algae growth would 
make the lake’s water undrinkable. 

According to the Authority's re- 
Port, the Jake was threatened by a 
number of factors. The flow of fer- 
tilizers seeping into the lake from 
Upper Galllee fields haa increased 
tremendously since the Hula swamps 
were reclalmed; likewise, the villa- 
ges on the lake shores poured their 
sewage into the lake, and the survey 
cautioned that these liquids contain 
elements endangering the lake’s 
ash, fowl and flora, 

The Authority research team was 
‘especially critical of the fact that 
the hotels rising up along the Jake 
shores are not obliged, when rte- 
celving building permits, to intro- 
duce special arrangements to pre- 
vent pollution of the Kinneret by 


Chelr sewage. Another pollutive 
agent was the influx of water used 
in fish ponds of the Jordan and 
Hula valleys. This water, too, con- 
taing harmful chemicals, 

The survey noted that the largest 
amount of elements: entering the 
Kinneret comes from the pesticides 
used in intensive agriculture around 
the lake, and reach there by way 
of irrigation ditches and through 
dusting from the air. Other pollu- 
tion agents are the ofl and fuel 
leaking from boata sailing the lake 
as well ag from various pollutions 
made off-shore. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that 
gome measures are being taken at 
Jong last to reduce the pollution of 
the lake. Northern District repre- 
sentative Israel Koenig yesterday 
authorized Kiryat Shmona's local 
chairman to overhaul the local 
sewage plant a¥ the expense, pro- 
bably 12,100,000, of the Ministry of 
Interior. 

The Kiryat Shmona plant, built 
at a cost of 1L350,000, has been 
neglected during the past two years. 
Even when it was in working order, 
it was unable to absorb all the 
town’s sewage. But as it declined, 
the sewage water flowed without 
processing into, the Jordan and into 
the lake, contributing to its pol- 
lution, 


Netanya mayor blasts charge

NETANYA. — Mayor Oved Ben- 
Ami yesterday accused the Nature 
Reserves Authority of releasing 
“tendentious statements” regarding 
this town's alleged pollution of 

nearby Natal Alexander. 

‘He made the statement after Mr. 
Avraham Yoffe, head of the Nature 
Reserves Authority, yesterday urged 
the Government to save the Alexan- 
der River from the incompetence 
of the Netanya municipality. 

In separate letters to the Minis- 
ters of Health, of Interlor and of 
Agriculture, he declared that large 
amounts of sewage from Netanya 
were pouring into the river and 
destroying this beauty spot and 
nature reserve. He urged that the 
Government take over the muni- 
cipal sewage system from the city 
of Netanya which had not even 
bothered to repair the sewage 
pumps which have been out of order 
for a few days. 

Mr. Ben-Ami admitted that ‘some 


untreated sewage may have flowed 
into the stream, but gave the fol- 
lowing explanation: sewage treat- 
ment in Netanya’s sewage ponds 
depends in great part on the action 
of the sun’s rays. Since there has 
not been too much sun during the 
recent rainy weeks, the process had 
been’ slowed up, and some of the 
ponds had overflowed. 

‘Be added the Municipality waa 
aware of the altuation, and had 
met with the local Regional Engi- 
neer and representatives of the Me- 
korot Water Company to seek a 
solution to the problem. He promis- 
ed that Netanya would “spare no 
expense” In solving the problem. 

At the same time, the Mayor 
charged the Nature Reserves Autho- 
rity had overlooked the part Tul- 
karm's sewage was playing in the 
pollution of Nahal Alexander. 

When I looked at the stream yes- 
terday I saw a film of sewage about 
a kilometre long cdvering the 
water's surface, and a powerful 
stench hovered above the area.

Using 
the threat of renewed warfare, Se- 
dat now demands that within 30 
days Israel should withdraw from 
the Suez Canal as the initial phase 
for a time-table for 
withdrawal to the June 4, 1967 lines.” 

Gahal, the country’s second larg- 
est party,. warned: “The supreme 
interest of the nation, its security 
and Its welfare oblige Israel not 
to leave the slightest measure of 
doubt in anyone’s mind that the 
E; a ultimatum has been ut- 
terly rejected." The Gahal Execut- 
ive expressed its confidence that if 
the enemy should again open frre, 
then the Israe! defence forces will 
once more defeat !t. 

Gahal registered its appeal to the 
Knesset to insist on “there being 
no more deviations from the policy 
lines adopted by the Knesset on 
December 15, 1969 whereby: Tsrael 
will persist in its readiness to pur- 
sue negotiations, without any prior 
conditions, with any one of the sur- 
rounding countries, for a peace 
treaty, and if there is no peace ag- 
reement, then Israel will Temain 
along the cease-fire lines set out 
in 1967, and continue to buttress 
the country's essential security re- 
quirements and developments.” 

WARHKAFTIG VIEW 

In Haifa, Religious Affairs Minis- 
ter Zerah Warhaftig told students 
Jast night that Israel would be per- 
fectly willing to have the Suez Ca- 
val opened to international traffic if 
Egypt was so inclined — including 
Israel ships. However, he warned, 
the opening of the Canal is in πὸ 
way connected with the problem of 
the borders or of Israel's stand in 
the Sinai. The question of with- 
drawal from the cease-fire lines is 
conditional on the Egyptians’ will- 
ingness to sign a peace treaty with 
Israel, he said. He was speaking at 
Beit Hillel. 

Also addressing Haifa students, 
Mr. Halm Zadok, chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, said the point of 
President Sadat's recent speech 
was to convince the U.S. to change 
the peace-talk forum from Dr. Jar- 
ring to the Big Four or to the U.N. 
Security Council. An additional aim 
was to influence the extremists 
within Egypt to stop demanding im- 
mediate resumption of the war. 

Mr, Zadok warned that Israel's 
main task in the coming weeks 
would be to prevent erosion in our 
relations with the U.S. — which 
was exactly what Egypt would 
like to achieve.
